I'll not talk
politics, nelther will 1 give my views on
expansion. Everybody in my district knows
where 1 stand, for I tell them the same old
gtory every week., Ask Bob White, Hell
talk. He's just back from & trip to Europe,
He was thare for four whole days and it
is sald for a fact that he didn't change his
shirt while there”

“Bob™ White did talk, but only after
yersunsion had been employed.

“1 think Stephens I= all right,” sald he.
*“Hiz administration will compare favora-
biy with that of any of his predecessors. It
45 hard to please everybody, but he is
pleasing the great majority of those who
voted for him. T belleve he will be elected
delegate at large to the national conven-
tion by a unanimous wvote.

“What do I think of Shackleford's
chances to succeed Bland In congress?
Why. hoe will be elected by a bigger major-
fiy than Bllver Dick evier recelved'”

He Was o Bland Champlon.

J. T. Bradshaw, of the Chillicothe Con-
stitution, believes the contest for Bland's
seat will be close.

In the afternoon the time was pleasantly
gpent in listening to President Groves' an-
nual address and to discussions of an in-
formal nature.
Mr. Groves' address was very Interssting.
His subject was, “Missouri, as She Was, Is
and Shall Be. The address was a hie-
torical resume of the state's progress, a
review of Incldents, and a foreecast of its
future, the latter being prefaced by the
following glowing eulogy of Kansns Citv:
“Standing In this presence to-night, with-
In the hospitable gates of this wonderful
city, with her miles upon mileg of mag-
nificent bulldings and splendidly paved
sireets, her matchless transportation fa-
cllities, her gigantlc packing and live stock
Interests, her immense wholesale and re-
tall establishments, her perfect svstem of
parks and bonlevards, her commodious and
perfectly equipped  hotels, her unrivaled
schools, her scores of churches, her intelli-
gent, patriotie and enterprising eltizenship.
nnd possessing the largest eonvention hall
In the world, In which at least one of thas
next presidential candidates will be nomli-
nated. It {# hard to reallze the marvelous
transformation which a few short years
hnve wrought in the spot whereon this
clty stands. But a few years ago {t was
the home of the Indian, the wild deer and
the buffalo, where
"The partridge st noondey, whistled In undisturbed
wolitude,

And the sober shades chased the shadows of even:

Where the shy for af midnight sported with the
echo of hiz own haying.

And the lonely wood cricket tinkled her pensive
notes

To the time of the night beetin's drum.

“To-day, with a R‘mu!mlnn of a quarter
of a milllon souls, Kanans Clty sits at the
gateway to the West and Southwest, with
almost one-fourth of the entire contlnent
at her feet as her domain.

“At the other end of the state sits the
imperial elty of the Iron Crown. with a
population of nearly 700,000 of the best peo-
ple in the world: with her thousands of
factories and diversified Industries, her
broad streects, her palatinl homes, her lofty
bulldings and superb mercantile houses:
with her rallroads and her river—with her
wenlth and commerclal greatness, it s
meet and proper that the celebration of
the centennial of the Loulslana purchass
should be held at St. Louls. At that time
Miszourl's gates will be thrown wide open
and the world will be welecomed to our
hearts and homes. The people of the earth
must learn the meaning of Missourl hospi-
tality. They must meet and know our
men and women. It will not be St. Louis’
celebration or St. Louls' welcome—every
Missourian will hang his latch string on
the outside and keep a boy at the front
gnte to invite every passer-by to 'Light.
and come in" TIn the vernacular of the
street, that celebration will be a ‘corker.’

“Hut the twentleth century Is upon us
and what of Missourl then? She Is to-dav
the fifth state in population and wenlih.
She must step into the front and occupy
first place. Her prairies, her forests and
her rivers make her worthy of it. Her
limitless agricultural and mineral re-
sources; her cattle, horses, mules, hogs.
corn. iron, lead, zine and coal; her splendid
manhood and pure womanhood: her geo-
graphic position, her Intelligence, patriot-
lsm, wealth and culture: her possibilities
and her destiny. entitle her to stand In the
front rank of states. [ feel well assured
that In making a plea for a twentieth cen-
tury Missouri, a Missouri which shall be
worthy of her name and her people, T am
but vaicing the mentlment of eash Individ-
unl member of this association. As for my-
gelf, born upon her soll, and nourished upon
her generous bosom, with the filial af-
fection of a child for its mother. T can only
paraphrass the words of Israel's prophet,
and exelaim: ‘1f T forget thee. Oh, Mis-
sourl, let my tongue cleave to the roof of
my mouth. if 1 prefer not Missourl ahove

The most Important work that will en-
gage the attentlon of the editors to-day
will be the election of officers. Every year
& new president and new vice presidents

are elected, but as a rule the other offfcers
are continued In office. The Indications ure
that W. R. Painter, of the Carroliton Dem-
ocrat, will succeed Mr. Groves as presi-
dent without opposition. He is the first
vice president of the assoclation, and Is
known as a journalistie scrapper of thirty-
third degree eminence, Wes L. Robertson,
of the Gallatin Demaocrat, will be elevated
to the first vice presldency, and J. T. Brad-
shaw, of the Chillicothe Constitution, to the
srcond viee presidency. For the office of
third vice president no ecandidate has been
named. H. F. Childers will succead him-
2¢lf as recording secretary. Bob White
will eontinue to act as corresponding secre-
tary, and Willinm L. Thomas, for twenty
years the treasurer of the association, will
be re-alected by acclamation.

GETS A WINDFALL.

Bethany Hospltal to Recelve a Be-
quest of $—l(l.WFEnlh)wmenl
of 840,000 More.

Bethany hospital, in Kansas City, Was.,
has been pledged a gift of $#,%0%, and will
probably be endowed with 320,000 more. The
name of the donor s withheld by the man-

agement of the hospital until the final
terms of the gift are declded upon. This
will be reached about the 10th of next

month, when the hospital's heépefactor will
arrive In the clty and meet the board of
directors.

Rev. Mr. 8. E. Betls, general superin-
tendent of tho hospital, sald vesterday that
he was not st liberty to divulge the name
of the man who has promised the money,
but says he is a Western man, and that
the gift may be a great d=al more than $0,-
0. According to the =tatement of a friend
of the hospital, which was practically
corroborated by Rev. Mr, Betts last even-
ing, & wealthy Westerner has decided to
glve the hospital at least $0.000 to be used
in the erection of a handsome new struc-
tura. The board of directors and Rev, Mr.
Betts, the genernl s=uperintendent, have
been instructed to have plans and specitica-
tlons drawn up for the new bullding. The
man who I8 to glve the money will meet
with the directors In Kansas City, Kas,, on
or about September 10, at which time the
plans will be approved and the mones tumn-
ed over. The building will be an artistical-
Iy desigmed structure, modernly equipped
from basement to garret. Should it cost
more than $i0,000, it & more than probable
that the gift will be raised to the sum
necessary to complete the hosplial ‘and
make It one of the best in the Western
country.

When the new hospltal Is completed, the
present bullding, which k£ a blg two-story
brick, will be converted into a Deaconess
Home and Tralning school, the entire struc-
ture to be used for this purpose exclusively.
It will be a branzh of the hospital, and the
two will be under the same management,
making one of the biggest Institutions of
the kind In the Unlted States .

Bethany hospital was founded in 1882 by
the Methodist Eplscopal church of Kanpsis
Clty, Kas,, und was later adopted by the
Methodist conference of Kansas, It Is now
under the control of the Kansas conference,
but Is managed by a board of directors
elected each year. It Is a charltable insti-
tution and every person contributing as
much as $10 a year to its maintenance Is
termed a stockholder and = entitled to a
vote in electing the board of directors, The
directors, after belng elected by the so-
called stockholders, are confirmed by the
state conference. The board then procecds
to elect the hospital officers.

Since the establishment of Bethany hos-
pital in 1592 {t has grown bevond all ex-
pectations. Although it is purely & Prot-
estant institution, founded by the Method-
ists, yet it Is unsectarian in caring for the
slck and wounded. COut of the fifty wards
nt the present hospital thirty-filve are In
the free department, only fifteen belng in
the pay department. When patisnts are
willing and can afford to pay for the treat-
ment and care given them at the hosplital
they are placed In what is known as the
ay department. However, those occupy-
ng free beds receive the same care and
attention as those who pay.

BEHIND THE BARS

MISS PERKINS' ASSATLANT IN WYAN-
DOTTE COUNTY JAIL,

HIS NAME IS GEORGE WALKER

NO DANGER THAT HE WILL BE
LYNCHED FOR HIS CRIME,

Hostile Demonstrations Were Made,
but It Is Not Belleved That Walk-
er Wonld Have Heen Lynch-
ed Had He Been Taken

Turner.

George Walker, the negro who was ar-
rested near Olathe, Monday night by Sher-
iff J. W. Jones, of Johnson county, as stat-
ed in The Journal yesterday, and Identifivd
by Miss Edne Perkins as the man who at-
tempted to commit & eriminal assault on
her last Thursday afternoon, is now safely
confined In the Wyandoti= county jail, and
the authorities have little fear that an at-
tempt will be made to lynch him.

Miss Perkins and her father, together
witit two boys who saw the negro shortly
after he released his vietim along the road
West of Argentine, went to Olathe Mon-
day night and positively identified the pris-
oner as the guilty man. He was kept in
the county jail at Olathe Monday night and
early wvesterday morning was placed on
the train and brought to Argentine. The
officers in charge of him expected that a
crowd might meet them at Turner and at-
tempt to take the fellow out and hang him,
but the news of his arrest was not known
among the farmers at that time, and they
experienced no trouble in landing him safe
in the Argentine jail

A large crowd was standing about the
city hall when the prisoner arrived, but no
hostile demorstration was made. The fel-
low acted rather queerly when he was first
captured, but after the sheriff gave him a
square meal he showed little signs of in-
sanity, and yesterday morning was appar-
ently as bright as any man. When Sherift
Jones came upon the fellow he was stark
naked and was walking along the Santa Fe
rallway tracks, about midway between
Olathe and Zarah, He offered little resist-
ance and was quickly placed in the sheriff’s
buggy and hurrled off to the jail at Olathe,

The crowd around the jail In Argentine
grew lurger at noon, as it was rumored
thiat the fellow was to be taken to Turner
to be arralgrned before a justlce of the
peace. Small knots of men could be seen
standing around, holding secret conversn-
tions, and shortly they would walk lelsure-
Iy away and out of sight of the crowd.
Fully one-half of the crowd about the city
hall were curlosity seekers, many of them
being women and children. Many negroes
werse also present, and as the time passed
by and no move was made to take the pris-
oner out, the crowd sought the shade of
buildings and discussed the affair. A farm-
er with a load of melons drove up and soon
his wagon was surrounded with a crowd of
men and boys. The whale load was sold
on the spot, one at a time, and he drove
away evidently wishing that such exclte-
ment was on every diy in the Silver City.

FPossible Plans to Lynch Him,

When the rumor gained elrculation that
the negro wias to be taken io Turner to
be arrialgned the men began quieily leav-
ing the eity, and it Is claimed that fully
2040 men were stationed in the woods west
of Argentine walting for the officers to
tike the fellow to the justice of the
peace.  Several persons from Kansus City
were among the crowd. and had engaged
rigs from the lHvery stable to witness the
“fun,” as they termed It. should the rel-
Iow  be out of juil and started
toward T Y

The Argentine police kept a ecloze guard
of the jall, but a number were allowed to
g0 in and =es the prisoner. and they
seemed 1o feel =sure that no attempt
would be made 10 take him out during
the afternoon.

While the members of the horse league
and the citlzens llving near Turner were
planning to take the reliow before a jus-
tice of the peace & number of the ne-
groes of Argentine hurried to Kansas Clty,
Kns, and émployed Attorney J. A, Smith
bring hzbeas corpus proceedings before
te Judge Snyder. The writ of ha-
beas was granted, and was given to Un-
der Sheriff Peck and Deputy Sheriff Fer-
guson for service, In the meantime Dep-
uty Sheilff Corvine Partterson had gone
to Argentine and was apparently sizing
up  the sitnation. When the other two
deputles arrived they attempted to serve
the writ on George Simmons, captain of
the Anti-Horzethief League., Slmmons,
however. had turned the fellow over to
City Marshal Howard and Deputy Sheriff
MceKee. The writ was then served on
them, and the marshal turned over the
pe soner to  the deputies. He was taken
hurriediy from the jail and aced
in Under Sheriff Peck's buggy. and before
the crowd standing around the clty hall
knew what was going on the sheriff was
twa blocks away, driving lke mad. A
number of men on horses and in buggies
attempted to follow the officers, but they
drove over the viaduct across the Santa
Fe tracks and seon distanced the men
whe were following them.

3o Danger of o Lynching.

The officers had little cause far fear,
however, as the ecrowd which was after
them was simply men who had been drawn
te the clty from the rumors that were
afloat to the offect that the fellow was to
be lynched. A number of the men did not
know the officers, and it was thought the
negro was bheing taken to Turner, as the
under sheriff drove away from the city
hall in the directlon of Turner. When the
true facts bocame known there was consid-
erable grumbling among some of the citl-
zens ahout the place, und It wis fully an
hour before the crowd which had congre-
gated In the woods could be made to be-
ll¢ve that the negro hud been taken to
the county jail. The under sheriff ar-
rived In Argentine shortly before 3 o’clock
in the afternoen, and In thirty minutes artg-
er had the fellow securely in the county
Jail
J. W. Perkins, father of the young wom-
an, went to Kansas City, Kas., after the
negro had been taken there and caused
a warrant to be Issued from the North
side city court.

Walker c¢laims that he came to Wyan-
dotte inty from Leavenworth about twao
weeks ago. He has Hitle to 2ay about him-
self, and was badly frightened when =seen
by a reporter for The Journal in the jall
at Argentine. He has told several different
storles about himself, anl savs he has been
pursued by a large body of men for the
past five days. When asked what he did
with his clothes he told the officers that
some maan hind met him in the wonils west

1¢ clty and told him to throw them
A search was made for his clothes
ay, but no triace of them could be
nd it Is thovght he elther hid them
or threw them in the river.

Sheriff Jones =ays that when he arrested
the fellow h feotsore and his legs
and boidy were vered  with scratches,
which would Indlcate that he had been
without his clathes for some time.

Miss Perkins {= positive he s the right
mnan and when he was tiken befare her in
the Olathe jail Monday nlght the minute
she cast her eyes on him she Involuntarily
threw up her hands and turning to her
father =nid:

“That’s the man, papa; let's go,**

She nlso saw him yeésterday morning and
agaln stated positively that the negro was
her ass=ailant,

A ecrowd of about 150 colored men as=em-
bled at the county jall last night and pa-
tropled the streets in that vicinity untfl mid-
night. They were there for the purpase of
offering resistance in case an attempt was
made to take the prisoner from the Jjail
by a mob, However. no one put in an ap-
pearance who Iooked like thevy wanted to
participate In a lynching, and finally the
crowd dispersed of lts own aceord,

the negro in Lee's Summit was of such an
unfriendly nature that It was feared that
some trea or telegraph pole would bear
strange frult. This feeling was growing in
intensity. Hall will be given a trial Au-
gust 15. He has borne the reputation of
belng an honest and Industrious cltizen,
but trouble with his wife has caused her
to bring thils serious charge against hlim

THE NEW LAW.

Prohibits the Une of Arsenle or Alum
in Food Articlesn,

The law enacted by the lust legislature,
a copy of which was recently published in
our columns, and which prohibits the man-
ufacture or sale of any artlcle intended for
food or to be used In the preparation of
food, which contains alum, arsenic, am-
monia, ete., places Missourl ot the head
of the states in the matter of sanitary
legislation.

Laws restricting the use of alum In bread
have been [n force in England, Germany
and France for many vears. In thls coun-
try. In Minnesota, Wisconsin, Michigan,
Ohlo, Kentucky and several other states
direct legislation in reference to the sale
of alum baking powders has also baen ef-
fected. In several of these states their
#ale Is prohlbited unless they are branded
to show that they contain alum, and in the
District of Columbiz, under the laws of
congress, the =ale of bread contalning alum
has been made illegal.

HARD COAL GOES UP.

Aunthracite Sells for $8.50 Now,
Will Be Advanced Next Month
—=Plenty of Soft Coal.

Eastern anthracite coal is selling for $8.50
this month, but dealers said yesterday that
the price would be ralsed next month and
that large dealers will not take orders at
current prices for September dellvery. Soft
coal, however, will not be advanced, ac-
cording to the big dealers.

B. H. Keith, president of the Central
Coal and Coke Company, talked to a re-
porter for The Journal yesterday about the
locil soft coal situation. He said:

“Coal is a little higher now Lthan a few
months ago. This is due to the fact that
the strike of the miners in the Missourd,
Kansas, ArkKansas and Indian Territory
mines has created a scarcity of coal In
this section. Packing houses have had to
buy lowa and Eastern coal, which cost
more on account of freight. At this time
of year also mines do not turn out so much
2lick, which Is largely used in packing
houses.

“All of our mines, nine in number, are
now in operation. They are belng operated
by non-union miners. \We have some mem-
bers of the Knights of Labor in our mines
who do not atfiliate with the regular min-
ers’ union. We have non-unionized our
mines as also have the Southwestern Coal
and Improvement Company, the Kansas
and Texas Company and Western Coal and
Mining Company, which with us constitute
what is known as the 'Big Four." ™

“What is your opinlon concerning the
probable price for coal in Kansas City next
winter?"” was asked.

“I do nat look for an advance over last
winter except possibly a slight advance in
some grades. The Central Coal and Coke
Company is & bear on the market. We
want to see cheap coal and we will do all
we can to kesp the price down. Call is
rather scarce with us just now on - - .ount
of the newness of most of our mines, who
cannot, of course, turn out A= mic. coal
# day ns old hands. They will be more ex-
perienced, however, by winter, and we will
then be prepared to supply the demand.

“The people of Kansas Clty may rest as-
sured that thiz company will fight any
attempt to raise the price of coal so long
a8 we are able”

DRESSED BEEF IS HIGH.

Searcity of Prime Animals in
Market Given aa the Cause of
the Advance.

Fresh meats are soaring skyward in
Kansas Clty, and they are not eagle steoaks
either. For the past month prime dressed
beef has been on the advance until to-day
it it higher than at any time for many
YEears,

Butchers threaten an early and strong
advance which will cause eaters of the
julcy porterhouse to wince and prabably
substitute the cheaper mutton chops.

The cause, of the advance, according to
the packers, is the scarcity of good beaves
in the market. Cattle owners are holding
thelr stock to fatten them with new corn.

The stock vards are crowded every day
with “canning stock.,” that Is, stock of
lower grades which packers use for making
cheaper ment products.

A local butcher said vesterday: “All good
beef cuts are high, but as yst the public
has not felt the advance. It has been al-
most impoasible for the packers to supply
the demand for the right sort of carcasses
for the best trade. Although packers have
been gradunlly advancing thelr prices, the
retall butchers have permitted the margin
between the cost and the retail price to
deercase without 8 murmur. We have now
come to a point where we must push up
our =elling price. Not a butcher in Kansas
City is making a cent on beef cuts at their
present price.”

IS OF UNSOUND MIND

GUARDIAN WILL BE APPOINTED FOR
MRS, MARGARET LUCKY.

Many Persons Who Have Profited by
Her Mental Condition Will Be
Compelled to Make
Restitation.

An interesting case was tried in the pro-
bate court yesterday, when an application
for a guardian for Mrs. Margaret Lucky
was made. Mrs. Lucky is the daughter of
Napoleon Stone, deceased. Her mother died
several yeurs amo, leaving entailed prop-
erty which was very valuable. Mrs. Lucky
hiis never been considered mentally able
to look after her personal affalrs or busi-
ness matters. Her mother evidently had
this in mind when she entalled her prop-
erty. Before her mother*s death she inar-
ried & man named Hayes, who proved a
worthless character and it is sald got away
with considarable of her money.

Three years ago Hayes died, and last fall
Mrs. Hiaves became Mrs. Lucky. He took
her to Kentucky, Many wondered why her
relatives did not have a guardian appolnt-
ed for her, but none of them seemed willing
to take the step. Suturday J. V. C. Redmon
appeared In the circuit court and secured
an order from Judge Gihson to sell the re-
malning farm belonging to Mrs. Lucky.
The order® was revoked, however, after
Judge Gibson found that Mrs., Lucky was
hardly able to look after her business mat-
ters and did not know her own mind suf-
ficlently to enter into such a transaction.

Colonel Sothern, A. M. Ott and W. 8.
Flournoy at the request of Judge Glbson
made application that a guardlan be ap-
pointed. The case was tried by a jury yes-
terdoy and the testimony went to show
that Mrs. Lucky was rapidly losing her
property owing to her mental condition.

Great sympathy was shown for the wom-
an by some of the best citizens of the city.
The jury was out a short time and the
verdict was such that a guardian will be
appointed. Attempts to suggest to Julge
Guinotte, whom he should appoint were
rebuked in court yesterday, the udge sug-

esting that he would do his own appolnt-
ﬁ:;. the declsion to be made known Sat-
urday. If the right guardian is appointed,
in all probability there will be some warm
times for those who now hold her property
by purchase or otherwise, What little she
sold in the way of valuaple property may
be returned to her, deeds be set aside and
those who profited by reason of the mental
condition of Mrs. Lucky be compelied to
make restitution.

. Lucky is related to many families
of Independence and they are gratifled by
the action of the court in the matter of
guardianship. Her two children were tak-
en from her several weeks ago and placed
in a home in Kansas City, where they are
receiving proper care.

POLICE COURT JURISDICTION.

Suit Bromght Iin the Cirenlt Court to
Tent It in the Supreme
Court.

John F. Delaney, a law student, arrested
for being drunk and disorderly conduet,
has applied to the circuit court for a writ
of prohibition to kKeep the police court from
passing on his case. The object of the
sult, as stated by Special Judge Roland T.
Hughes, is to test the jurisdiction of the
police court in the supreme court. It Is
expected to settle the question as to wheth-
er fine or wecrkhouse cases coming before
this court, are criminal or civil actions,
and whether the accused has not the right
of trizl by jury.

‘Should the supreme court decide that
such caszes are criminal cases, It woul.d
transfer a large part of the police court's
present business to the criminal court.

It is held by the upholders of Lhe police
court that all actlons coming before It are
eivil actlons. The police judge imposes a
fine in accordance with the ordinances, If
the fine is not pald, the collectlon of it is
simply a civil actlon, and in default the
risoner Is sent to the workhouse, But this
s equivalent to Imprisonment for debt,
says the other side, and I= unconstitutional.
